A curious method of hatching eggs 
has boon adopted in China. The eggs 
are placed in tiers iw it large basket 
twice the size of an ordinary barrel, 
which is thickly lined with hay and 
carefully closed from the air l>y a tight 
fitting cover of twisted straw. In three 
days’ tim e the eggs are taken out and 
replaced in a different order, those at 
the surface being put in the lower tier. 
This is repeated every third day for a 
fortnight, when the eggs are removed 
from the basket and placed on a shelf 
In another room, being carefully cov­ 
ered with bran. In a day or tw o the 
chickens chip the shells an d m ake their 
appearance in the world. The success 
of this method Is attributed to the fact 
that the anim al heat of the egg, being 
retained by the basket, which is fo rm ­ 
ed of material not conducting caloric. 
Is sufficient to support animal life and g 
develop it.

DEATH OF SILAS 0. LUM 


One of the Pioneer Residents of the State 


and Father of Attorney L. E. Lum, 


Formerly of this City. 


Silas O. I jUiii, who died yesterday, had 
been a resident of Minneapolis and vi­ 
cinity for fifty years. 
He was born in 
Jefferson county, New York, in 182'.*, and 
at the age of 21, with other young men 
of his neighborhood, went to ( 'alifornia, 
the gold fever being then at its height. 
Froni there he went to supfxvsedly bet­ 
ter Helds in Australia, returning home 
in 185b 
In that year he * ame to Min­ 
nesota, traveling by boat and stage, and 
took a pre-emption, th** land around 
Minneapolis being thought doubtful on 
account of Indian rights. T he land of­ 
fice was at Stillwater, and with other 
settleis he was obliged to walk across to 
make his filing. 
When Anoka county 
was organized he became a member of 
its first board of commissioners and re­ 
sided at Anoka until 1866, when he came 
to Minneapolis, buying, with the late 
Nathan Roberts, what has now become 
the business of the Cedar Lake Ice com­ 
pany, afterward becoming a member of 
the firm of Raft, Foster & Lura. 
He 
had lived hero continuously since, re­ 
spected by all who knew him, seldom 
making an obligation and never break­ 
ing one.

DEATH OF SILAS 0. LUM 


One of the Pioneer Residents of the State 


and Father of Attorney L. E. Lum, 


Formerly of this City. 


Silas O. Lum, who died yesterday, had 
been a resident of Minneapolis and vi­ 
cinity for fifty years. 
He was born in 
Jefferson county, Now York, in 1829, and 
at tho age of 21, with other young men 
of his neighborhood, went to California, 
the gold fever being then at its height. 
Prom there ho went to supposedly bet­ 
ter fields in Australia, returning home 
in 1854. 
In th at year he carne to Min­ 
nesota, traveling by boat and stage, and 
took a pre-emption, tin* land around 
Minneapolis being thought doubtful on 
account of Indian rights. 
The land of­ 
fice was at Stillwater, and with other 
settlers ho was obliged to walk across to 
make his filing. W hen Anoka county 
was organized ho became a member of 
its first board of commissioners and re­ 
sided at Anoka until 1866, when he came 
to Minneapolis, buying, with tho late 
N athan Roberts, what has now become 
tho business of the Cedar Lake Ice com­ 
pany, afterward becoming a member of 
the firm of Haft, Foster Sc Lum. 
He 
had lived here continuously since, re­ 
spected by all who knew him, seldom 
making an obligation and never break­ 
ing one. 
Mr. Lum was married at Anoka in 
1858 to Emily IL Toorndike, and his 
widow and five children, Leon E. and 
Clarence E., of Duluth, and Burt P., 
Bessie M. and Fred C., of Minneapolis, 
survive him. 
The funeral services will 
bo conducted at his late residence to­ 
morrow afternoon by Rev. L. II. B al­ 
lock of Plymouth church, of which the 
deceased had been a regular attendant 
for

Silas O. Lum, who died yesterday, had 
been a resident of Minneapolis and vi­ 
cinity for fifty years. 
He was born in 
Jefferson county, Now York, in 1829, and 
at the age of 21, with other young men 
of his neighborhood, went to California, 
the gold fever being then at its height.

the firm of Haft, Foster & Lum. 
He 
had lived here continuously since, re­ 
spected by all who knew him, seldom 
making an obligation and never break­ 
ing one. 
Mr. Lum was married at Anoka in 
1858 to Emily H. Toorndike, and his 
widow and five children, Leon E. and 
Clarence E., of Duluth, and Burt P., 
Bessie M. and Fred C., of Minneapolis, 
survive him.

the laws now existing in their behalf: 
promulgates a scheme of w o rk m e n ’s 
insurance, extends the liberty of the 
press ami promises a full legal trial 
of all persons accused. 
The imperial decree which is en­ 
titled “ A schem e for the Improvement 
of the state,” Is addressed to the sen­ 
ate. and after the introduction says: 
“ Placing 
in the forefront 
of our 
r a re thought for the best ordering of 
the life of tho most num erou s of our 
estates, the peasant 
population, we 
m ay rem ark that this m a t te r is already 
under examination. 
‘‘Surveying the wide domain of the 
People’s utterm ost needs, we regard 
as urgent in the interest 
of the legal 
strengthening 
of civic 
and 
public 
life: 


W o uld Safegu ard the Law. 


“ First— The 
adoption of 
effective 
m easures for safeguarding the law in 
its full force as tho most important 
pillar of tho throne of the autocratic 
empire, in order 
that its inviolable 
fulfillment for all alike shall he re­ 
garded as the first 
duty by all the 
authorities and in all places subject 
to us. that its nonfulfillment shall in­ 
evitably bring with it legal responsi­ 
bility for every arbitrary act, and that, 
persons who have suffered wrong by 
such acts shall be enabled to secure 
legal redress. 
“ Second— That local and municipal 
Institutions should be given as wide 
scope as possible in the adm inistra­ 
tion of various m atters affecting local 
welfare, and that they should have 
conferred upon them the necessary in­ 
dependence, within legal limitations, 
and thai 
representatives of 
all sec­ 
tions of the population interested in 
lo~al m a tters should be called upon, 
under equitable conditions, 
to take 
part in th ose institutions with a view 
to the completest satisfaction possible 
of their needs. 
Besides 
the govern­ 
ments and zemstovs district institu­ 
tions hitherto existing there should 
be also established in close connec­ 
tion with them public institutions for 
the administration of local affairs in 
localities of sm aller extent. 
‘‘Third—T hat 
in order 
to 
secure 
equality of all classes before the law, 
stf'ps should be taken to bring about 
tho necessary unification of judicial 
procedure throughout the empire, and 
to assure independence of the courts. 


For Protection of Wo rkm e n . 


“ F o urth — T h a t for the further de­ 
velopment of measures introduced by 
us for the protection of workm en in 
factories, workshops and commercial 
establishm ents, 
attention 
is to 
be 
given to the question of the introduc­ 
tion of state insurance for workmen. 
“ Fifth—T hat there should be a re­ 
vision of thi- exceptional laws decreed 
at the time of an 
unparalleled out­ 
break of criminal activity on the part 
of enemies of public order, and the ap­ 
plication of which was attended with 
a grave extension of the discretionary 
power of the adm inistrative authori­ 
ties: and that at tile sam e time steps 
should bo taken 
for circumscribing 
th eir application within th e narrowest, 
possible limits and for assuring that 
limitation of the rights of private per­ 
sons involved iii that application shall 
only be permitted in cases where the 
actual safety of the sta te is th re a t­ 
ened. 
“ Sixth— T h at in confirmation of my 
undeviating 
h e a rt’s 
desire as 
ex­ 
pressed in the imperial manifesto of 
March 8, 1995, for 
the protection by 
tin1 fundamental laws of tho empire of 
tolerance in m a tters of faith, the laws 
dealing with the rights of com m uni­

New York. Doc 29. Ft ill pounding 
on the bar off Oak Island, where ho 
struck on Christmas morning, there 
is practically no change in the condi­ 
tion of the 
steamer Drumolzier. 
Wednesday night word was sent to the 
Sandy Hook lifesavlng station to g‘*t. 
roa ly to start for the wreck at day­ 
light. Captain T. Patterson will have 
charge of this crew of eight men, the 
hardiest lifesavers along the coast 
Tho longost lifeboat at the Hook was 
ma lo r< ady at once, and early in the 
morning will bo taken In tow by a pow­ 
erful tug to where the British tramp 
shin lies stranded. 
The Drumelzier lios nbout 
throe- 
fjnarfors of a mile off tho extremo end 
of Fire Island boach. Sho is almost 
in tho channel leading from the ocean 
into Great South bay. All communi­ 
cation between Oak island and the 
mainland is cut off by the ice that 
fills this bay with drifting floes, driven 
hither and thither with tho wind, and 
tn some places piled 
in huge hum­ 
mocks. The position of the steamer 
is one of great peril 
File is lying 
how toward the shore, with her stern 
resting on tho bar, showing about two 
feet above her normal draft. As she 
lies, the seas are breaking over her 
port side, but the westerly gale which 
came up Wednesday night showed a 
tendency to beat down the high run­ 
ning surf. 
Wrecker Near Stranded Ship. 
At 9 p. m. the wrecking steamer 
Merritt was anchored 
about a mile 
from the stranded steamer, and the 
Merritt'.- surf boat could be seen lying 
alongside the Drumel/.ior. Whether 
she had taken off any of the steamer’s 
crew, or whether she was standing by 
as a precaution in case the vessel 
\v nt to pioco- could not be determin­ 
ed from the shore. 
During tho dav tho steamer hoisted 
no ignals of distress nor did she oven 
use her whistles, although moke and 
steam from her funnels indicated that 
the fires wore still going. In response 
to the revenue cutter Mohawk’s sig­ 
nals, asking if the Drumelzier desired 
assistance, an affirmative answer was 
made.

It promises 
a full and equitable enforcement of 
existing laws, assures the somstvos of 
the fullest possible measure of self- 
government nnd the enforcement of 
the laws now existing in their behalf; 
promulgates a scheme of workmen's 
insurance, extends the liberty of the 
press and promises a full legal trial 
of all persons accused. 
The imperial decree which is en­ 
titled “A scheme for the improvement 
of the state.” is addressed to the sen­ 
ate. and after the introduction says: 
“Placing in the forefront 
of our 
care thought for the best ordering of 
the life of the most numerous of our 
estates, the peasant 
population, we 
may remark that this m atter is already 
under examination. 
“Surveying the wide domain of the 
people’s uttermost needs, we regard 
as urgent in the interest of the legal 
strengthening 
of civic 
and 
public 
life: 
Would Safeguard the Law. 
“ First—The 
adoption of effective 
measures for safeguarding the law in 
its full force as the most important 
pillar of the throne of the autocratic 
empire, In order that its inviolable 
fulfillment for all alike shall he re­ 
garded as the first 
duty by all the 
authorities and in all places subject 
to us, ihat its nonfulfillment shall in­ 
evitably bring with it legal responsi­ 
bility for every arbitrary act. and that, 
persons who have suffered wrong by 
such acts shall be enabled to secure 
legal redress. 
“Second— That local and municipal 
institutions should be given as wide 
scope as possible in the administra­ 
tion of various matters affecting local 
welfare, and that they should have 
conferred upon them tho necessary in­ 
dependence. within legal limitations, 
and that 
representatives of all sec­ 
tions of the population Interested in 
lo^a.l matters should be called upon, 
under equitable conditions, 
to take 
part in those institutions with a view 
to the completest satisfaction possible 
of their needs. Besides the govern­ 
ments and zomstovs district institu­ 
tions hitherto existing there should 
be also established in close connec­ 
tion with them public institutions for 
the administration of local affairs in 
localities of smaller extent. 
“Third—That 
in order to secure 
equality of all classes before the law, 
steps should be taken to bring about 
the necessary unification of judicial 
procedure throughout the empire, and 
to assure independence of the courts. 
For Protection of Workmen. 
“Fourth— That for the further de­ 
velopment of measures introduced by 
us for the protection of workmen in 
factories, workshops and commercial 
establishments, 
attention 
is to be 
given to the question of the introduc­ 
tion or state insurance for workmen. 
“ Fifth—That there should be a re­ 
vision of the exceptional laws decreed 
at the time of an unparalleled out­ 
break of criminal activity on the part 
of enemies of public order, and the ap­ 
plication of which was attended with 
a grave extension of the discretionary 
power of the administrative authori­ 
ties: and that at the same time steps 
should be taken 
for circumscribing 
their application within the narrowest 
possible limits and for assuring that 
limitation of the rights of private per­ 
sons involved in that application shall 
only be permitted in cases where the 
actual safety of the state is threat­ 
ened. 
“Sixth—That in confirmation of my 
undeviating 
heart’s 
desire as 
ex­ 
pressed in the imperial manifesto of 
March 3, 1003, for the protection by 
the fundamental laws of the empire of 
tolerance in matters of faith, the laws 
dealing with the rights of communi­ 
ties and persons belonging to hetero­ 
dox and 
non-Christian 
confessions 
should be submitted to revision: and 
that independently of this measures 
should be taken for the removal of all 
limitations on the exercise of their 
religions not directly mentioned in the 
law. 
Revision of Existing Ordinances. 
“ Seventh- That 
there should 
be 
such revision of existing ordinances 
limiting the rights of foreigners and 
measures in certain territories of the 
empire that in future there shall re­ 
main only such of them as are re­ 
quired by the present interests of the 
empire and the manifest needs of the 
Russian people. 
“ Lighth—That all unnecessary re­ 
strict ions should be removed from the 
existing press laws, and that printed 
speeches should 
be placed 
within 
clearly defined legal limits; that the 
native press, in accordance with the 
progress of < lucation 
and the im­ 
portance 
thereby 
accruing 
to 
it. 
should be left to Du1 possiblity of 
worthily fulfilling 
its high 
calling, 
namely, to be the true interpreters of 
reasonable strivings for Russia’s ad­ 
vantage.”
